When 
straightened away Algareta, who had been well 
placed, came with a rush and squeezing through 
between the rails and The Professor, won the 
stake handily. 

The western filly, May W, showed a touch of 
her real quality in the fifth race. She had 
^ Abuse and a fast lot to beat, but with 92 pounds 
and J. W’^oods on her back, the ring gave her due 
respect and 8 to 5 was her best price. 

So confident was Mr. Cameron, her owner, of 
May W”s ability that his instructions to Master 
Woods were to just wait to the stretch and then 
outflash the leaders on speed. May W and 
Woods had poor luck. On the far turn they 
were sharply shut off and had to pull up. Three 
furlongs from ihome they seemed hopelessly 
beaten, but when straightened away May W 
came to her horses and raced over them in the 
way that only horses of the choicest class run 
over their opponents. It was an impressive 
victory. 

Tom Ryan started two — Robair and Ace. 
Both wore at short prices. Both were heavily 
played. Both scored. Robair was run up $500 
and Ace $300 by J. R. Hand. Both were bought 
in. 

The first race was a gallop for the favorite. 
Peg Parks, and Boanerges, under light weight, 
won the third in a gallop. 

There will be no racing at Harlem Friday and 
Saturday. Lakeside opens Monday for a fifteen 
day meeting. With it the local season closes. 

DE LACY AT IT AGAIN. 

New York, N. Y., Oct. 26— Lawyer Steinhardt, 
of How'e & Hummel, who represented Pete De 
Lacy in his fight testing the constitutionality 
of the Percy-Gray racing law, which was decided 
against him by the Supreme Court today, made 
the complaint that gambling was openly con- 
ducted at the local race tracks in violation of 
the above law.
